Ottawa, July 18— The _ invitation 
made by Mr King to leaders of the 
opposition to join the war committee 
of the cabinet as associate members, 
has been rejected. Mr Hanson, leader 
of the Conservative party, told the 
House of Commons, that after grave 
reflection he felt he could not accept, 
as the effect of this would be that o 
accepting “responsibility without pow- 
er.” He said he believed he would 
serve the interest of his country be 
ter by retaining full liberty of acti 
in his very important task as leade: 
of the opposition. Mr Grote Stirling, 
former minister of national defence, 
associated with Mr Hanson in the in 
vitation agreed that it was impossible 
for them to accept and the leaders «f 
CCF and New Democracy, Mr Cold- 
well and Mr Blackmore, who were to 
be invited in case the Conservative 
leaders accepted, explained the rea- 
sons why thy would not have consid- 
ered it advisable to join in cabinet 
committee counsels as associate mem 
bers, Mr King, accepting the decision 
regretfully, said Mr Hanson had mi 
construed his motives in tenderinr 
the invitation. The object was to make 
available to the war cabinet the ad- 
vice counsel, and experience of the op- 
position leaders in parliament, and h

would not in any way hamper their 
work of criticising the government 


They had, however, made their posi- 
tion quite clear and the government 
“will continue to govern under the 
British parliamentary system, where- 
by the majority in parliament are 
Sven that duty and that responsib- 
lity.”

COMPLETE AUGUST 1 
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In a statement from Mr Justice ‘I. 
C, Davis, joint deputy to Hon J. G. 
Gardiner, minister the national 
war services department, he said that 
all machinery for the registration ol 
Canadian able bodied men, with a 
view to training those between 18 and 
45 at least the rudiments of soldier- 
ing as quickly as possible would be 
completed according to present indi 
cations by the first of August. He 
said that registrars and deputies for all 
but 30 of the 243 constituencies had 
been nominated, and the type of men 
nominated had been a delight to the 
department.

Head, Sask., Swift Current, Sask., 
Scott, Sask., and Lethbridge, Alta. 
There experiments consisted of com- 
paring soil moisture and crop yields | 
on continuous listed and 
fields. On the average in any one yea! 
or over the three year period, no con 
clusive beneficial effegt of basin list 
ing has been observed. On some indly 
idual fields yield increases have resul- 
ted on basin listed land, but on the | 
other fields the reverse has been 
true. Sufficient experimental work has 
not yet been done to determine the 
conditions, 1f any, under which basin | 
listing is likely to prove uniformly | 
beneficial. Further work to this end is 
in progress, 

It should be pointed out that basin | 
listing does tend to check loss of wat- | 
er by run-off. In view of this fact no 
definite reason can’ be advanced for 
the failure of this practice to prove | 
more generally beneficial. It would 
seem, however, that the deeply ridged 
surface of listed land promotes increis 
ed evaporation of soil moisture and 
that the loose, deep tilth results in 
unsatisfactory conditions for germin 
ation and growth, 

One disadvantage of basin listing 
and of listing in general, is that it 
adds to the labour of seed bed prepar- 
ation, since xtra tillage operations 
may be required for levelling the rid- 
ges. This disadvantage may be Offset 
in certain districts however, by the 
control of soll drifting which may be 
effected by basin listing.

The automotive manufacturing — in- 
dustry is one of Canada’s leading sec- 
ondary industries. As such, it plays 
an important role in the economie and 
social life of Canada, both directly, by 
providing employment to thousands, 
and indirectly, through its effect on 
ether Canadian industries. 

A higher standard of living in Can- 
ada has been made possible by reason 
of this industry which employs over 
fourteen thousand people. Over two 
million dollars yearly is paid in salar- 
ies and wage to these employees, 
most of whom are male. Besides this, 
in Eastern Canada there are = over 
three hundred factories where tinish- 
ed and semi-finishd parts are manu- 
factured before being shipped to the} 
automobile manufacturing plants, 
Raw materials such as are needed in 
the making of these parts come from 
all sections of Canada, This gives em- 
ployment not only to those engaged 
the 
raw materials, but also to the people 
needed for transportation, power, 
telephone and telegraph services.

ranked ninth among the leading dom- 
estic exports of Canada. Due to the 
keen competition with the United 
Kingdom and the United States if this 
export business is once lost it is not 
likely to be regained. 

Canada’s national protective policy 
has resulted in the development of the 
automotive industries in Canada. A 
tariff board survey has shown teh fact 
that these industries have an economic 
advantage to Canada and Canadians, 
far in excess of the additional cost of 
automobiles in Canada, When a person 
buys a Canadian automobile he pays 
the higher price which is required to 
keep the Automotive Industry 
tioning in Canada with its many ad- 
vantages to Canada as a whole. With 
the exception of the United States and 
Canada all the automobiles in the 
world cost well over a thousand dol- 
lars, Canadian automobiles cost about 
twenty-five percent more than auto- 
mobiles made in the United States, 
Mass production in the United States 
makes these low prices possible. 

Canadian manufacturers, because of 
the higher unit price, receive from the 
people of Canada millions of dollars 
more for vehicles and parts produced 
in Canada than was received by Unit- 
ed States manufacturers for the equal 
number of replacements made in that 
country, The automotive industry is 
required, by law, to give a eertain am- 
ount to the national income in return 
for the protection afforded it by the 
tariff board. A group of over one hun- 
dred manufacturers reported the pay- 
ment of two million dollars in duties 
and taxes to Federal, Prov ncial and 
Municipal governments 

Canada is the only country which 
has so little protection against foreign 
competitors, Automobiles imported 
from the United Kingdom are admit- 
ted free of duty, while the duty on 
automobiles imported from the United 
States is but seventeen and one half
